Lexington, Ky., Sept 8, 1917. 

The Conference convened at 9:00 A. M., Bishop Atkins in the chair. 
Dr. R. H. Bennett conducted the devotional exercises. Following the 
singing of hymns No. 490 and 309, Dr. Bennett read a lesson from the 
twelfth chapter of Acts and led the Conference in prayer. The minutes 
of the last session were read and approved. 

S. C. Williams — On motion the case of S. C. Williams was recon- 
sidered, and he was allowed to withdraw. 

R. B. Wilson — Announcement was made of the withdrawal of R. B. 
Wilson, who has united with the West Ohio Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

Lieutenant Governor Black was introduced and addressed the Con- 
ference, emphasizing the need of State-wide prohibition in Kentucky. 

Education — Dr. O. E. Goddard addressed the Conference in the in- 
terest of Education; Dr. R. H. Bennett followed with an address on the 
need of a better educated ministry, emphasizing the Correspondence 
School, and Dr. J. L. Clark, in behalf of Kentucky Wesleyan College. 
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Order of the Day Postponed — On motion, the order of the day was 
postponed until certain disciplinary questions could be disposed of. 

Disciplinary Question 7 was called, “Who are Received from other 
Churches as Traveling Preachers?” and J. Frank Richardson, an elder 
from the West Ohio Conference of the M. E. Church, was unanimously 
admitted. 

Question 5, “Who are Readmitted?” was called, and Lew G. Wallace 
and William B. Godbey were readmitted. Dr. Godbey’s name was referred 
to the Committee on Conference Relations for the supernumerary relation. 

Question 1 was called, “Who are admitted on trial?” Following the 
recommendation of the Committee on Admissions, Wallace Clair Calvert, 
George Ray Tomlin, William Clark Early, Robert Russian Rose, and Rus- 
sell Carradine Evans were unanimously admitted on trial. 

Election of Delegates — The Order of the Day having arrived the Sec- 
retary certified that the membership of the Conference is 179.

SIXTH DAY. 



Lexington, Ky., Sept. 10, 1917. 

The Conference met at the usual hour with Bishop Atkins in the 
chair. Hymn No. 22 was sung, and the Conference was led in prayer by 
H. C. Morrison. Bishop Atkins then read the fifteenth Psalm. 

Minutes — The minutes of the previous sessions were read and ap- 
proved. 

Time Limit — The following Memorial to the General Conference, ask- 
ing the removal of the Time Limit was read, and, after discussion, was 
adopted by a vote of 91 to 33: 

"Whereas, The ‘Time Limit’ on the pastorate and Presiding Eldership 
has never had a permanent place in the Methodist itinerant system, the 
limit first fixed being for six months, and even then the application of it 
was not general, but only to those preachers who were very limited in 
educational qualifications, and was not enforced by John Wesley himself 
in cases of men well furnished for the Christian ministry; and at this 
day tends to support the false assumption that Methodist preachers are 
not as well educated as preachers of some other churches; and 

"Whereas, The Methodist Episcopal Church, South, is the only branch 
of world-wide Methodism that still retains this limitation on the pastorate, 
and the only Church in Christendom that has it; and 

"Whereas, Many self-respecting preachers of the past, not objecting 
to the great itinerant system, have yet been unwilling to have their 
positions as pastors determined by the calendar instead of by reasonable 
cause; and that a rapidly increasing number of preachers in our Church 
are restive under such a system; and 

"Whereas, It does not apply to Bishops, Connectional Officers, Mission- 
aries, Chaplains, nor to any other class of preachers except pastors and 
presiding elders; and 
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“Whereas, Its arbitrary operation is not practical in this progressive 
age, and renders it especially hard for us to do constructive work in cities, 
and hampers even our country work; and 

“Whereas, The removal of the time limit would in no way affect our 
itinerant system, and that the object to be desired in the placing of pastors 
should be efficiency and not change, unless there is good reason for 
change; and that the time limit is no more vital to the life of the itiner- 
ant system than the vermiform appendix is to the human body, and fre- 
quently produces ferment and pain in the body of the Church as does the 
appendix in the physical system, which is often relieved by a simple 
operation ; therefore, 

“Resolved, That we, the members of the Kentucky Conference, in 
annual Conference assembled, affirming our sincere belief in all the essen- 
tial and time-honored principles of the itinerancy, believing it to be 
superior to any other system of selecting and changing pastors, yet 
respectfully memoralize the General Conference, which will meet next 
May, to remove the Time Limit from the pastorate and presiding 
eldership.

No place being proposed, the 
Presiding Elders were made a Committee to select the place of next meet- 
ing. 

Dr. 0. E. Goddard — The following was offered and adopted: 

“Whereas, The Conference has had the visit and ministry during its 
sessions of Dr. O. E. Goddard, of Galveston, Texas, therefore 

“Resolved, That we express our approval of the act of the pastor and 
presiding elder in securing the services of Dr. Goddard, and that we 
express to Dr. Goddard our great sense of profit and pleasure derived 
from his thoughtful and spiritual messages.

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BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS, 1917. 

I. 

This Board shall consist of one layman from each Presiding Elder s 
District, and an equal number of clerical members. 

II. 

The President of the Board shall have authority to call a meeting 
whenever in his judgment business of such importance arises as can not 
properly be postponed until the regular annual meeting, and he shall 
select the place of the meeting. 

III. 

The President, Vice-President, Secretary and Conference Missionary 
Secretary shall constitute the Executive Committee, that shall have full 
power to act for the Board in the interim of Board meetings. 

IV. 

The Executive Committee shall be also an Auditing Committee, and 
they shall examine the books of the Treasurer and report to the Board at 
least once per year. 

V. 

Members of the Board appointed to the Presiding Eldership after 
their election shall be regarded as having vacated their membership in 
the Board. 

VI. 

The Conference Missionary Secretary and Evangelists shall be 
under the direction of the Executive Committee as to the time and place 
of their work. 

VII. 

The policy of the Board shall be to reduce appropriations to the 
different missions each year when at all practicable. 

VIII. 

The Board shall not appropriate at its annual meeting more than 90 
per cent, of the collection for domestic missions during the year ended, so 
that a sufficient reserve may be kept on hand to pay early drafts, the 
expenses of the Board, and meet emergencies. 

IX. 

The Board will not grant appropriations when it is evident, after 
careful investigation that an adjustment of the work could be made so as 
to avoid the necessity for such appropriation. 

X. 

The Board will decline to make appropriations in the absence of 
satisfactory information; and for this reason will not grant an appropria- 
tion until the Presiding Elder shall have filed with the Secretary such 
information as is required by the Board concerning the proposed mission. 
All such information must be in the hands of the Secretary at least two 
days before the opening session of the annual conference 
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XI. 

The Presiding Elders shall not change any appropriation made by 
this Board, until the proposed change be submitted to and approved by 
the Board. 

XII. 

Any District, Church, Sunday School, Epworth League or person may 
assume, in whole or in part, the support of a missionary or mission estab- 
lished by the Conference Board. Their contributions shall be applied to 
the support of such object, provided the funds be sent to the Treasurer 
of the Board. The pastoral charge in whose territory such money shall 
be given, shall have credit for the same in settling their assessment for 
domestic missions, provided such object is covered by appropriation. 

XIII. 

The Board stands committed to the policy of self support, and will 
insist upon our missions becoming self-sustaining as soon as practicable; 
to this end it will make conditional appropriations wherever it seems wise 
to do so. 

XIY. 

The Secretary of the Board shall issue drafts quarterly upon the 
Treasurer for the salaries of the missionaries in its employ, payable De- 
cember 15, March 15, June 15, and before the close of the annual con- 
ference; provided that no draft shall be issued to pay the salary of a mis- 
sionary until he has sent to the Secretary a report of his work for the 
quarter, which report is to be made on blanks furnished by the Board. 

XV. 

The amount due at the end of each quarter to the men in the employ 
of the Board is not transferable, and orders given to third parties on 
salary w r ill not be honored by the Treasurer. 

XVI. 

The Treasurer of the Board shall pay out funds for domestic missions 
only on drafts signed by the Secretary, except for incidental expenses 
connected with the work of the Board. 

XVII. 

Five members of the Board shall constitute a quorum. 

XVIII. 

The Constitution and By-Laws may be amended at any meeting of 
the Board by the vote of a two-thirds majority. 

BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The Conference assessment for Church Extension yielded $4,476, an 
increase of $412 over the receipts of last year. Besides this a special of 
$37.43 was raised. One-half of the amount from the assessment is for- 
warded to the General Board, leaving $22.38 to be added to the amount 
in the Treasury. Remaining from unclaimed former appropriations* 
$2,259,34; giving us for appropriation at this session, $4,497.34. 
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For the use of this amount, we have applications aggregating $6,500. 
Thus appears the importance of the Church Extension cause and the 
urgency for further increase of its funds.

The General Board is prepared to give advice and assistance in 
church architectural matters. It also has a vast amount and wide variety 
of pamphlet literature, designed to increase Church Extension informa- 
tion and to promote enthusiasm. Pastors are urged to circulate it. 

Concerning the action whereby the Conference referred to this Board 
the $3,000 subscription of the Kentucky Conference to the Representative 
Church Fund with instructions that it submit a plan for raising the 
money to pay said subscription, we beg to recommend the following: 

That W. W. Ball have full charge of the campaign for raising the 
$3,000; 

That said campaign shall run from November 10th to December 20tli, 
during which time the full amount is to be raised in cash and notes; 

That it is the order of this Conference that all pastors co-operate 
heartily with Brother W. W. Ball in putting into effect and carrying to a 
successful conclusion his plans for raising said $3,000.

CONFERENCE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

We note with deep gratification a growing interest on the part of our 
church in the cause of Christian education. 

The progress made in the past year by our two new universities at 
Dallas, Texas, and Atlanta, Georgia, is an indication that the Holy Spirit 
is leading in this supremely important work of the church. 

We express hearty endorsement of the great address made by Bishop 
Warren A. Candler before our Conference on Christian education, and in 
this connection we mention the presence of Dr. J. H. Young, Commis- 
sioner for Emory University. 

By Conference action a year ago we accepted the apportionment of 
$200,000 placed upon Tennessee and Kentucky by the Commissioners of 
Emory University. And now since word has come to us that Tennessee 
has already raised a large part of her apportionment we recommend that 
Kentucky Methodists follow actively their noble example. 

We also recommend that our young people go to Emory University 
for either post graduate, or professional courses. 

The presence at our Conference of Rev. A. D. Betts, President of 
Paine College, brings home to us the great importance of the work being 
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done by that institution for the colored people, especially the fifty or more 
young preachers being trained for ministry to their race. 

We recommend the same plan of co-operation with the Louisville 
Conference in all educational matters as it was outlined in this report a 
year ago. 

According to the action of the Conference at its last session we nom- 
inate as a committee to visit the schools in the Louisville Conference, 
Dr. J. L. Clark, B. C. Horton and R. M. Smith. 

As our present endowment is insufficient we urge our pastors and 
people to increased interest and activity in securing donations, and be- 
quests, for our endowment fund. Careful estimates reveal the fact that 
w r e need in addition to income from tuition fees, an income equivalent to 
an income on a quarter of a million dollars to meet the increased expense 
of maintainance, equipment and operation of our college. Until this in- 
creased endowment is secured there must be a dependable substitute for 
the same. Conference assessment for education is the only means for 
furnishing this dependable substitute for endowment. That we may be 
able to successfully meet competition with other colleges, and continue 
to do standard college work; thus rendering the church more efficient 
and extensive service in the work of a real Christian college, promoting 
thereby the Kingdom of Christ; we therefore ask the Conference to in- 
crease its assessment for Conference Education to $10,000, for the en- 
suing year. And that the same assessment of $600 be continued for the 



education of young ministers.

COLLEGE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

In spite of the large number of men going to war the prospects for 
the enrollment of students at the opening of the college term next week 
is very good. Two of the professors have been called into war service, but 
their places have been filled. 

We are glad to report that an arrangement has been made with the 
Lexington College of Music by which the best qualified teachers will have 
charge of that department in Kentucky Wesleyan College this year. 

Also there will be a Department of Education and Teacher Training. 
College graduates taking the course in this department will be certificated 
to teach in the high schools of the State. 
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The Board at a meeting in the early spring decided to make substan- 
tial improvements in Clark Hall Dormitory for boys, and to erect a new 
dormitory for girls. The work is now nearing completion. Clark Hall has 
been remodeled at a cost of $4,000, and the new dormitory for girls will 
cost, when completed and furnished, $23,000. 

The religious life of the college is to be given constant and strong 
emphasis. This w’ill be done through revival effort, students’ prayer meet- 
ings, Bible courses, Sunday School teacher training courses, and Y. M. 
C. A. work. 

Your Board cordially tenders the use of the college buildings, dormi- 
tories and campus for any gatherings or teacher training courses the 
Sunday School Board may desire to promote. Also the Epw r orth League 
Board for its annual gathering, and to any other boards or departments 
of church work that may desire to use it for the promotion of Christian 
life and increased efficiency in Christian service.

1. General Yiew — Your Sunday School Board has had before it the 
1917 Year Book of the General Sunday School Board. This modest volume 
shows that every department of our work has made a splendid growth 
during the year. Every general officer of the Board and all the six 
Divisional Field Secretaries bring reports of success in their fields. The 
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Wesley Bible Class Department is going forward by leaps and bounds. 
The Elementary Department is being rapidly organized. Splendid pro- 
gress is being made by the Teacher Training Department, while plans are 
being made for organizing the Young People’s Department. 

Our splendid literature shows a good increase in all publications, and 
especially in those of the Graded Courses. We recommend that all our 
preachers and Sunday School workers secure a copy of the Year Book, so 
that we may know the progress of the work and keep step with the rest 
of the church. 

2 , Wesley Bible Class View. — We wish to call attention of the 

Conference to the Kentucky Bible Class Federation, which convenes at 
Kavanaugh camp ground each year. We have had two successful gath- 
erings of this body, with the prospect of a larger attendance and a better 
program for the coming year. The purpose of this Federation is to 
inspire, by association and the discussion of plans and problems, the 
Wesley Bible Classes of the Kentucky and Louisville Conferences to 
undertake, and to do, the larger things for which the movement stands. 
We therefore respectfully request the Conference to commit itself to two 
things: First, That we will put forth every effort possible to organize 

and make worth while, as many Wesley Bible Classes as possible in each 
of our Sunday Schools. Second, That we will do all in our power to have 
each class representative and each pastor of the Kentucky Conference 
in attendance at Kavanaugh next summer. 

3. — Conference View — We are glad to note that our pastors are more 
and more becoming Sunday School pastors, and leaders in Sunday School 
organization and activity. The year just closed has been the best year 
of Sunday School work ever done in the Kentucky Conference. This im- 
provement is indicated by increased offerings for Children’s Day and in 
other features of the work. The leadership of Doctor Bulla and Mr. C. J. 
Nugent have counted greatly in this improved condition. However, this 
improvement, gratifying as it is, has not brought us to our goal. There 
is much yet to be done. We incorporate the following resolution on 
Teacher Training for your adoption: 



Whereas, Our Divisional Secretary, Mr. Nugent, has proposed a 
Division-wide Teacher Training Campaign for the middle Division, for the 
next Conference year, a definite goal of 387 new Teacher Training Classes, 
or an average of ONE new class for each ten schools; and 

Whereas, Said proposition has been submitted to the chairmen of 
the Conference Sunday School Boards of the Division, and has received 
their unanimous endorsement; 

Be it Resolved, That we approve the plan, accept our apportionment 
of 28 classes, and make the securing of them a part of our program for 
the year.

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EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

We, your Conference Board of Epworth Leagues, submit to you the 
following report: 

I. We rejoice with you in the growth in organization and activity of 
the Epworth Leagues throughout our connection as revealed by the late 
report of the General Secretary. We wish again to assert that the 
League has a distinctive and very necessary place to fill in the life and 
activity of the church. It has a work to do that cannot be left out of 
our church life without serious loss. Neither can we afford, because of 
the importance of its work to allow it to be relegated to the background 
as of little consequence. It must be kept apace with the other organiza- 
tions of the church. Again, its work and place have not been taken from 
it, as some assert, by any other of the many new and splendid activities of 
the church. Its organization grew out of an urgent need for some organ- 
ization that would be adapted to the employment of, and by this employ- 
ment to the most useful training of, our young people. This need is still 
urgent and has never been met by any other organization than the 
League. We therefore urge all our pastors, presiding elders and people 
to give more earnest heed to this indispensible arm of the church s ac- 
tivity, and co-operate in every possible way with those who are charged 
especially with the task of increasing its scope and efficiency. 

To this end do we urge all pastors and presiding elders in the Con- 
ference to co-operate heartily in the campaign soon to be inaugurated 
under the name, “The Big Drive,” which is to be carried on simultaneously 
in our own and our sister branch of Methodism, the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. The worthy goal of this campaign is that in the five months be- 
tween November 1st, 1917, and April 1st, 1918, the number of League 
organizations may be raised so as to be equivalent to one League in every 
pastoral charge in the church where there is now no League. We solicit for 
the General Board and the General Secretary the hearty assistance of 
every presiding elder and pastor in this Conference in meeting in this 
respect the requirements of our Discipline which plainly states that Ep- 
worth Leagues shall be organized “in ALL our congregations.” The 
pastor who fails to meet this requirement is as recreant to duty and re- 
quirement as the pastor who fails in any instance where he can get as 
many as ten folks together to organize a Sunday School. 

We suggest that each presiding elder make the first quarterly Con- 
ference on his rounds for the new year a time of especial appeal and 
help in doing this big thing, and we urge the pastors to answer letters, 
write for special literature which the general office will be glad to supply, 
to speak of and urge co-operation in this movement, in public and private 
and in every way possible lend his assistance in the accomplishment of 
this very worthy task. 
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II. We deplore the fact that so few of our Leagues thus far are 
obeying the order of the General Conference in the observance annually 
of Anniversary Day. We urge all our Leagues to do this, take the collec- 
tion as required, and send same to the treasurer of this Board, Mr. Gar- 
land Fisher, Millersburg, Ky., where it w r ill be properly directed to the 
causes for which it is intended. 

III. We commend the Epworth Era as worthy of a more hearty sup- 
port and patronage from our Leagues and League members. Its present 
paid-up circulation, we are glad to report, is in excess of that of any 
previous year. 

IV. We desire again to express our confidence and joy in our effi- 
cient Conference organization. We bespeak for them your support and 
sympathy, and urge you to attend their annual meetings when at all 
possible for you to do so, and thus by your presence and counsel give 
them aid in their highly commendatory work in the Conference. 

V. We are informed by the report of the General Secretary that 
Rev. Ralph E. Nallner has become assistant to the General Secretary in 
place of Mr. Culbreth, resigned, and Miss Phala Hawkins has succeeded 
Miss Ada Trawick as Junior Secretary. We bespeak for them your 
prayers and support. Miss Hawkins will be pleased to correspond with all 
pastors with reference to Junior Epworth League work. 

VI. The Southern Epworth League Assembly held its fourth annual 
session at Lake Junaluska, N. C., last July. The attendance was larger 
than ever before and among the concrete results was the volunteering 
for the ministry and mission fields of nine young men and three young 
women, of whom two of the former, both Kentuckians, have since been 
accepted by the Board of Missions for service in the foreign field. The 
value of this Assembly as a means of spiritual enrichment and develop- 
ment of leadership in the church is unsurpassed. 

VII. We recommend that the Sunday School Board of the Con- 
ference and the State Organization of Epworth Leagues join with us in 
holding an annual meeting of these two organizations each summer on 
the campus of Kentucky Wesleyan College.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 

We note with pleasure the ever increasing demand for the Word of 
God in all the languages and dialects of the world. This increasing de- 
mand certainly represents a growing interest on the part of the people of 
the earth in the truth as spoken by the prophets and revealed in the 
life and teachings of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

To meet the needs of the tremendously increasing 'demands for the 
Word of God, would require such an expenditure of money and men as 
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no single religious body could afford to give. We therefore recognize the 
advantage to our great church, both in her work at home and abroad, in 
her support of the American Bible Society. The work which we are 
unable to do, when working alone, we are able to accomplish through the 
organized efforts of the churches as represented in the Society. 

While there is being considerable w r ork accomplished in our Con- 
ference, in the cities and towns, yet we feel the great needs in the country 
charges are being neglected. President Woodrow Wilson said in his 
address on the occasion of a celebration of the centennial of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, held in the City of Washington last year: “So that to 

my mind, the colporteurs, the agents of the Bible Society tramping 
through country sides or traveling by every sort of conveyance in every 
sort of land, carrying with them little cargoes of books containing the 
Word of God, and spreading them, seem like the shuttles in a great loom 
that is weaving the spirits of men together.” 

The mobilizing of our boys in military camps demands the placing 
of the Word of God among the soldiers, many of whom seem so willing 
to receive it, but have no money to buy it. The Bible is needed to offset 
the evils of camp life. 

Chaplain Milton O. Beebe, of the Twelfth U. S. Cavalry, writes: 

“I feel that there is a tremendous need for religious instruction 
among the men who wear the uniform of this country. I know of no 
better way for meeting this need than by judiciously supplying these 
men with pocket Testaments, receiving from them the pledge carefully to 
read the same.” 

The American Bible Society circulates the Bible in more than 150 
languages and types. It issued in 1915, 7,761,377 volumes. 

We recommend the placing of an assessment of $500 on the Con- 
ference for the coming year.

BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

Your Committee on Books and Periodicals would submit the following 
report : 

The statement of the Editor of the Nashville Christian Advocate was 
before the Committee, and while it shows no material increase in the sub- 
scription list, it does manifest a feeling of confidence that it is doing the 
work of a general organ and is enjoying a wider influence in the realm 
of religious journalism. For this we are glad. 

The Quarterly Review we would heartily commend to both the 
preacher and layman as being worthy of a better support. We are glad 
to think that the Sunday School literature of our own church is as good 
as can be found anywhere. We would therefore urge upon the preachers 
the importance of giving our own periodicals the preference. The Ep- 
worth Era and the Missionary Voice we feel are high grade and fittingly 
fill the place they have made for themselves. 

In reference to the Conference Organ we would say: In view of 

the proposition of Rev. W. A. Swift to sell to the Kentucky and Louis- 
ville Conferences our Conference Organ, the Central Methodist, 

Resolved, That a Commission, consisting of four members of this 
body, tw'o ministers and two laymen, be appointed to meet a like Commis- 
sion from the Louisville Conference, for the purpose of considering and 
determining the whole matter of the ownership and control of an organ 
of publication for the two Conferences. 

Resolved, That in case the Louisville Conference appoints a Commis- 
sion to act with our Commission in the business mentioned in the pre- 
ceding resolution, our Commission be, and hereby is, authorized and 
granted full power to act in the name of this Conference, in negotiating 
for the purchase (or lease), management, and control of a paper, using 
their judgment in the acceptance or rejection of any proposition submit- 
ted to them; in devising means for the payment of the purchase price of 
a paper; in determining the location of the paper's headquarters; in the 
selection and employment of an editor; and that they be fully empowered 
to take any steps and make any contracts necessary to the securing and 
establishing of an organ of publication for the two Conferences; it being 
definitely understood that our Commissioners shall, in all things, act in 
conjunction with the Commission of the Louisville Conference, and that 
the Joint Commission are to use their discretion and judgment in this 
whole enterprise. 

Resolved, That our Commissioners be instructed to negotiate with 
Rev. W. A. Swift for the purchase (or lease) of the Central Methodist, 
and in case they are successful in securing from him a contract for the 
purchase (or lease) of the Central Methodist, that they be further author- 
ized and empowered to represent this Conference in negotiations with the 
Memphis, Tennessee, and Holston Conferences, and with any person or 
persons who may be interested, in effecting a combination of the said 
Central Methodist and the Midland Methodist; or in taking any steps, or 
making any contracts necessary to bring said Memphis, Tennessee, and 
Holston Conferences into co-operation with the Kentucky and Louisville 
Conferences in the joint ownership, management and control of an organ 
of publication for these five Conferences. 
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Resolved, That our Commissioners are further authorized and em- 
powered to represent the Kentucky Conference in considering and deter- 
mining any proposition that may be made to the Joint Commission, look- 
ing to the securing or establishing of an organ for the Kentucky and 
Louisville Conferences, or other Conference which may wish to join us 
in this enterprise. 

Resolved, Further, That in case of securing the ownership or control 
of an organ representing any or all of the Conferences named herein, our 
Commissioners shall constitute our representatives on a Board of Control 
of the paper until the next session of this Conference. 

Be it Further Resolved, That we nominate to act as Commissioners 
from this Conference to meet w r ith like Commissioners from other Con- 
ferences, J. M. Fuqua, H. G. Turner, W. W. Ball, and R. M. Smith.

First. We had before us a very complete report from both our 
Financial Agent, Mr. E. S. Boswell, and the President, Rev. A. P. Lyon, 
and have also made special inquiry into the management and condition 
of the home, and are pleased to say that they meet with our unqualified 
approval. 

Second. The President heartily commends the management of the 
home under the efficient superintendent, Brother Boswell. His success in 
personal solicitation and effective methods in securing such hearty re- 
sponse by our Sunday Schools through the fifth Sunday collections, has 
enabled the Board to meet all claims, and, remarkable as it may seem in 
this day of high prices, placed $1,700 in the emergency fund. Our brother 
gives continual proof of his untiring zeal and labor of love in this great 
cause. We desire to express our entire satisfaction and approval of his 
work, and to commend him to our Kentucky Methodism for their hearty 
support and assistance, as he visits our Conferences and churches.

We note with pleasure the action of our Board in keeping 
in excellent repair properties belonging to the Home, and insuring same 
against fire and tornado, thereby safeguarding one source of income to 
this sacred cause. 

Sixth. We rejoice that provision has been made for the recreation 
of the children, and that concrete evidence of the love and affection of 
our people is brought to the children through the strains of music from 
the Victrola, purchased by the different Districts of our beloved Con- 
ference. The larger boys are doing their bit towards reducing expenses, 
by cultivating the garden. We are delighted to hear that efforts are 
being put forth to secure a location for our Orphanage in the suburbs of 
the city, enabling the institution to raise their own provisions, keep their 
own cows, and give the children the advantage of country life.

We recommend that the preachers of this Conference read these 
recommendations to their several congregations on the first Sunday after 
they receive the Conference Minutes.

EVANGELISM. 

Your Committee on Evangelism and the Spiritual State of the Church 
beg leave to submit the following report: 

We have had no evangelists in the field during the year. We are 
pleased to note that the pastors are assisting each other in meetings more 
than formerly. This augers well for the future success of the church. 
Every man who is called to preach is called to save men. That is the 
first and chief business of every minister of the Gospel. We note with 
gratitude a larger number of conversions than usual. But when we 
count the number of men engaged and the amount of money expended, 
the results are distressingly small. The conclusion is irresistible that 
as a conference of ministers and churches we are not thoroughly enlisted 
in the great work to which God calls us. We are lacking in vision. The 
men who have success in winning souls are those who expect success. 
We must have faith before we can have victory, and only those who are 
filled with the Holy Ghost have this faith. Pastors and churches that 
substitute social service for salvation utterly fail to get men saved. Such 
congregations are merely social clubs and money-gathering institutions. 
They have no right to the name of churches of Christ. The time has not 
come to dispense with the revival, and never will come in this dispensa- 
tion. But the work of getting people saved must not be confined to the 
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protracted meeting. Pastors must lead their people into this work of 
saving souls. They must become co-workers in this work. The 
preachers cannot bring the world to Christ except through the hearty co- 
operation of the laity. We are lame at this point. We must change or 
fail. Until we enlist our laymen and women in this particular business 
we will have dead churches and godless communities. When Sidney 
Smith had gone among the early Methodists to find the secret of their 
wonderful growth he declared the secret was, “They are all at it, and at 
it all the time.” Until we return to these primitive methods we will never 
succeed in winning men to God as they did. Women and children are 
great soul-winners when filled with the Holy Spirit. We can all have con- 
versions if we go at it in God’s way. The Holy Ghost is promised to 
all who obey God. 

We note with sorrow the worldliness of the churches. Nothing but 
the love of God can drive the love of the world out of the human heart. 
We note with great grief the worldliness of many of our Ep worth Leagues 
and the Y. M. C. A.’s and Y. W. C. A.’s. The social and intellectual side is 
cultivated but the spiritual life is neglected. 

We can have a revolution in our churches in twelve months if each 
of us will die to the world, be crucified with Christ, be filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and take hold of this work with apostolic faith and zeal. The 
evangelistic spirit is the spirit of Christ. When pastors pray for their 
congregations as Moses prayed for the Children of Israel, we will have 
genuine Holy Ghost revivals. The judgments of God are overhanging 
this nation and we must call the people to repentance as Jonah did the 
Ninevites. God charged the apostasy of Judah to the shepherds of Israel 
who had eaten the fat and clothed themselves with the wool, but had not 
fed the sheep. As long as we place more emphasis on the raising of 
money than we do on the salvation of men from sin, there will be spiri- 
tual dearth in our churches. We must put first things first. We recom- 
mend the larger use of tents in revival meetings. Let us go to the places 
of destitution and hold meetings and organize churches as our fathers 
did. There is much land to be possessed, and God will give it to us if 
we go forward trusting to Him for success. “Expect great things from 
God, attempt great things for God.” 

We recommend J. W. Carter and Lew G. Wallace for Conference 
Evangelists, without salary, with the privilege of operating outside the' 
Conference when not employed within its bounds. We have elected J. J. 
Dickey editor of the evangelistic column of the Central Methodist.

LAY ACTIVITIES. 

The duties of the Conference Lay Leader, as defined in a “Plan of 
Organization for the Board and Committee on Lay Activities,” are: 
“That he attend the annual Conference; that as far as possible he secure 
the attendance of the other members of the Board; that he require of 
them reports as to the progress of lay activities in their respective Dis- 
tricts; and that he make a report to the annual Conference as required 
by the Discipline, a copy of which should be sent to the General Sec- 
retary.” 

In accordance with these directions, I have made earnest efforts to 
secure the attendance of the District Lay Leaders, who constitute the 
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Board of Lay Activities, and six of the seven are here, viz.: James M. 
Barker, of the Jackson District; B. M. Goldsboro, of the Frankfort Dis- 
trict; Dr. T. G. Cook, of the Lexington District; J. C. Burwell. of the 
Maysville District; R. D. Best, of the Covington District; and W. S. 
Hays, of the Shelbyville District. 

Yesterday afternoon a meeting was held of the Board of Lay Activi- 
ties and other laymen attending the Conference, who were invited to 
meet with us. Thirty-two were present. From the reports given, I find 
that each Lay Leader has been more or less active, and that, in each 
District, work has been done. Letters have been written to pastors and 
Charge Lay Leaders; the Every-Member canvass has been worked with 
success in many churches; churches have been visited and speeches 
made; and in many instances, assistance has been given in bringing up 
the claims in full. Some of the Lay Leaders stated that they had offered 
their services, and had stood ready throughout the year to do greater 
service, if invited. 

As to my own work, I have endeavored to keep in touch with, and 
carry on the work throughout the Conference to the best of my ability. 
I have held myself ready to come at every call of Presiding Elders, or 
District Lay Leaders; and this I have done in every instance except one, 
and that -was to attend the Jackson District Conference. I have always 
been ready to help in plans for holding Missionary Institutes and Rallies, 
as provided for in the Discipline, or in any other way in which I could 
serve. 

I attended the joint meeting of the Board of Missions, District Lay 
Leaders and Presiding Elders, held at Lexington, October 25-26, 1916, and 
there urged that a simultaneous every-member campaign be made of the 
w r hole Conference on Sunday, November 12th. This was agreed to, but 
because of the failure of the Secretary to have proper notice published 
in the Central Methodist, this simultaneous canvass was not made. 

I next attended a meeting of the laymen of the Covington District, 
called by the Presiding Elder, at Scott Street Church, Covington. The 
Presiding Elder, two pastors, the District Lay Leader, and five other 
laymen were present. We were disappointed in that there were no more 
laymen there, but we had a good meeting, and God was with us. 

Then I attended the Missionary Institute of the Maysville District, 
held at Washington, Ky., and took part in its deliberations. It was an 
occasion of great spiritual uplift. Then I attended two District Con- 
ferences, the Maysville and Lexington, at both of which the Lay Leaders 
and a goodly number of laymen were present, but not as many as should 
have been there. Every Charge Lay Leader should attend his District 
Conference. Then together with the newly-elected Leader of the Mays- 
ville District, J. C. Burwell, I have recently visited quite a number of 
points, holding services, and trying to bring up the Conference claims 
in full. 
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Another matter I feel it my duty to speak of: At our last Con- 

ference the Lay Leaders of the various Districts were constituted a com- 
mittee to raise the $3,000 subscribed by the Conference to the Represen- 
tative Church at Washington City. Upon receiving the Minutes, I 
pro-rated this sum among the Districts, giving to six of them the sum of 
$300 each, and to the Jackson District $200. I then wrote to each Dis- 
trict Leader, enclosing him a copy of the Conference resolutions, and a 
statement of the amount assessed against his District, and urged him to 
get busy and raise this amount, making his report not later than this 
session of this Conference. But one reply was received to the seven let- 
ters sent out, and in that I was assured by the brother that his “enthus- 
iasm was not bubbling over for the building of a $300,000 church by the 
Southern Methodist people at this time.” Several weeks ago, I again 
wrote to each of the District Lay Leaders. I received but one reply, the 
brother stating that nothing had been done in his District. 

Now I am back to you to know what is to be done. I do not propose 
in this report to set forth the many reasons why we should contribute 
to the building of this church. But having made the subscription, no one 
opposing it at the time, we must pay it, and pay it quickly. Upon the 
strength of this subscription, and those of other Conferences, plans have 
been completed for the building of a church to cost not more than 
$175,000, the contract has been let, and work is going on. So you see 
there is nothing to do but to pay our subscription. 

I have endeavored to outlfne to you the work done by the Board of 
Lay Activities the past year. We have not done much. I am not going 
to say what we will do this next year, but I hope and pray that we may 
do more and better work than in the year just passsed.

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MEMOIRS 

REV. CHAS. F. EVANS. 

Doctor Evans, a native of Louisiana, began his earthly pilgrimage 
on Black Bayou, Madison Parish, December 24, 1841. He finished his 

course in Lexington, Ky., March 8, 1917, and 
we buried his body beside that of his beloved 
wife, Mrs. Mary Roberts Evans, March 10, 
1917. The last offices were performed by the 
waiter, assisted by Dr. G. E. Cameron, his 
pastor. 

The childhood of Brother Evans was 
passed in Shreveport, La., where his father, 
a successful merchant, owned and conducted 
a large general merchandise store. After the 
father’s death, the widow and children moved 
to New Orleans, where Charles soon found 
employment, and by diligence and fidelity 
worked his way into positions of trust and 
Rev. Chas. F. Evans, D. D. honor, becoming later a confidential clerk 

and bookkeeper with some of the largest 
commission houses in the Crescent City. This meritorious service 
enabled the youth to assist materially in the support of his widowed 
mother and the education of a brother and sister. He was thus engaged 
when the w r ar between the States began, and the claims and needs of his 
native state making irresistible the call to arms, the boy enlisted in the 
fourteenth regiment of Louisiana Infantry, in which he was commisisoned 
as second lieutenant and also served as chaplain. In the ranks of the 
Crescent regiment he fought and ministered on many fields — at Shiloh, 
Mansfield, and in the Tesh country of Louisiana. 

At Areola, La., Brother Evans -was married to Miss Laura Pauline 
Ellis, daughter of Col. R. M. Ellis, of New Orleans, the family having 
taken refuge there from the invader’s army. This happy event occurred 
in 1864. God blessed this married estate with three sons and three 
daughters — William George, now of New Orleans; Charles Aylmer, of 
Arkadelphia; Eugene Ellis, of St. Louis; Henrietta Renshaw, of Lexing- 
ton; Mary Lou, who died at Woodville, Miss.; and a sister who died in 
infancy in New Orleans. The mother herself passed away in Chattanooga, 
Tenn., in 1896, between the sessions of the Holston and Kentucky Con- 
ferences, and was laid to rest in the Meterie Cemetery in New Orleans. 

The religious life of my subject began in early boyhood in the old

J. 0. A. VAUGHT. 

Rev. James Osgood Andrew Vaught was born in Pulaski County, Ky., 
February 9, 1849. He belonged to a sturdy, devoted Methodist family. 

His father. W. P. Vaught, was a local 
preacher in the M. E. Church, South, and 
filled a number of charges under appointment 
of various Presiding Elders and filled them to 
the satisfaction of both the charges he served 
and the Presiding Elders who appointed him. 

His uncle, Stephen K. Vaught, was a 
leading member of the Western Virginia Con- 
ference, filling, for a number of years, many 
important charges, and was the Presiding 
Elder of the most prominent districts of that 
Conference. 

The subject of this memoir, having been 
reared in a Christian home where family 

J. 0. A. Vaught. prayers was the custom, had engrafted into 

his very being those higher principles w r hich 
go to make up the loftiest Christian character. 

Brother Vaught was educated at the feet of Rev. W. B. Godbey, D. D., 
that apostle of the residue theory, and hence the necessity of a second 
work of grace. He was then the president of Harmonia College, located 
at Perryville, Ky., and subsequently removed to Russellville, Ind., and 
whatever our personal views may be in regard to his doctrine, we must 
concede to him one of the purest and sweetest of Christian characters. 

Brother Vaught. was graduated from this institution in the spring of 
1870 and was received into the Kentucky Conference, on trial, in the fall 
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of that year and appointed to the Mt. Pleasant (now Ft. Thomas) Station, 
near Newport, Ky., the home church of the writer. This was a hard trial 
to the young preacher, and called out the best there was in him. 

He proved himself equal to the situation and during the year had 
one of the greatest revivals the church had experienced for many years. 

Religion then meant more than merely joining the church and par- 
taking of its sacraments. It meant a deep conviction of sin and con- 
sciousness of pardon and adoption into the family of God. I can recall 
now quite a number of converts in that meeting who lived the Christian 
life, died in the faith and went home to Heaven. O why has Methodism 
in these days, fallen in with the use of patent nostrums and man-made 
theories for the cure of the sinsick soul! t 

At the close of this year he was transferred to the Western Virginia 
Conference and stationed at Catlettsburg, Ky., the seat of the Central 
Methodist, then edited and published by Dr. Zephaniah Meek, of sacred 
memory. 

Here he met Miss Anna Elizabeth Ulen and took her as his life 
partner. To this union eight children w r ere born, six of whom survive 
him, one son, Stephen, and five girls, Louise, Kate, Sarah, Mattie Miller 
and Elizabeth. 

He was the friend of education and gave to his children the very 
best that he could afford. He believed, also, in childhood religion and 
looked after the conversion of his own children.

Rev. James Osgood Andrew Vaught was born in Pulaski County, Ky., 
February 9, 1849. He belonged to a sturdy, devoted Methodist family. 

His father. W. P. Vaught, was a local 

preacher in the M. E. Church, South, and 
filled a number of charges under appointment 
of various Presiding Elders and filled them to 
the satisfaction of both the charges he served 
and the Presiding Elders who appointed him. 

His uncle, Stephen K. Vaught, was a 
leading member of the Western Virginia Con- 
ference, filling, for a number of years, many 
important charges, and was the Presiding 
Elder of the most prominent districts of that 
Conference. 

The subject of this memoir, having been 
reared in a Christian home where family 
J. 0. A. Vaught. prayers was the custom, had engrafted into 

his very being those higher principles which 
go to make up the loftiest Christian character. 

Brother Vaught was educated at the feet of Rev. W. B. Godbey, D. D., 
that apostle of the residue theory, and hence the necessity of a second 
work of grace. He was then the president of Harmonia College, located 
at Perryville, Ky., and subsequently removed to Russellville, Ind., and 
whatever our personal views may be in regard to his doctrine, we must 
concede to him one of the purest and sweetest of Christian characters. 

Brother Vaught was graduated from this institution in the spring of 
1S70 and was received into the Kentucky Conference, on trial, in the fall

of that year and appointed to the Mt. Pleasant (now Ft. Thomas) Station, 
near Newport, Ky., the home church of the writer. This was a hard trial 
to the young preacher, and called out the best there was in him. 

i He proved himself equal to the situation and during the year had 

one of the greatest revivals the church had experienced for many years. 

Religion then meant more than merely joining the church and par- 
taking of its sacraments. It meant a deep conviction of sin and con-

sciousness of pardon and adoption into the family of God. I can recall 
now quite a number of converts in that meeting who lived the Christian 
life, died in the faith and went home to Heaven. O why has Methodism 
in these days, fallen in with the use of patent nostrums and man-made 
theories for the cure of the sinsick soul! 

At the close of this year he was transferred to the Western Virginia 
Conference and stationed at Catlettsburg, Ky., the seat of the Central 
Methodist, then edited and published by Dr. Zephaniah Meek, of sacred 
memory.

REV. JOHN RICHARD DEERING, D. D. 

Rev. John Richard Deering, D. D., was born in Lexington, Ky., July 
2, 1842, and died in Washington City, June 12, 1917, where he had gone 
to attend the annual Confederate Reunion. 

Dr. Deering is survived by his wife and the following children: Dr~ 

R. W. Deering, of the Western Reserve University, Cleveland, Ohio; 
Mrs. John L. Shearer, wife of Professor Shearer, of Cincinnati; Mrs. 
Virgil McClure, of Lexington; Ashby Deering, of New York; John R. 
Deering, Jr., of Atlanta; Neal Deering, of Sioux City, la.; Paul Deermg, 
of Cincinnati; David Deering, of New York City, and Mrs. W. T. Greene, of 
St. Louis. 

He received his early education in private and public schools of 
Louisville, Kentucky, and had three years instruction in the Academic 
Department of Louisville University. Before completing his education he 
joined the Confederate army in Virginia. He was wounded in battle and 
was honorably discharged on account of “military disability.” 

His religious history is copied here as it appears in his own clear 
language, written in bold, plain hand with pen and ink on a fly leaf of 
his family Bible. 

“I was baptized in Lexington, Ky., September 26, 1842, by Bishop 
Waugh;” so the record reads. “Joined the M. E. Church, South, in Louis- 
ville, Ky., January 15, 1858, and was converted April 4, 1861. Left Louis- 
ville for the Army of Northern Virginia July 16, 1861; was wounded in 
battle Apl. 3, 1863; was discharged from service by General Bragg, Nov. 13,. 
1863. Was licensed to preach the Gospel in Thomaston, Ga., Nov. 16,. 
1863; joined Georgia Conference, Nov. 27, 1863, and was appointed to my 
first circuit, Dec. 3, 1863; ordained deacon by Bishop Geo. F. Pierce, in 
Macon, Ga., Nov. 19, 1865, an elder by Bishop D. S. Doggett, in Win- 
chester, Ky., Oct. 7, 1866. 

“Was two years on Greenville Circuit; one in Danville, one year in 
Georgetown, one year at Newport, one year at Millersburg, two years at 
Bloomfield, one year at Nicholas ville, one year at Cynthiana, two years 
at Winchester, four years at Danville, two years at Shelby ville, four 
years at Mt. Sterling, four years at Lexington, four years at Versailles* 
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two years at Harrodsburg. On the Covington District as Presiding Elder, 
four years; on Danville District, three years; Maysville District, three 
years; Shelby ville District, four years; Park Avenue Church, Lexington, 
one year; Lexington District, as Presiding Elder, four years, and super- 
annuated at Millersburg, September, 1915.” 

On another fly leaf of his Bible was found the following: 

“Once I tried, now I trusts I trust Jesus every hour and for every 
needed thing. John R. July 2, 1878.” 

“July 2d, 1916. Today in turning leaves of my Book the record above 
faced me. It confirmed me. I will still trust. The experience of 38 
years justifies my faith. Truly God has been good to me and mine. I 
can say with David: ‘Surely goodness and mercy shall (have) follow(ed) 

me all the days of my life.’ 

“On this my natal day, and the 74th, I can sincerely and gratefully 
say with the poet: 



“ ‘Lord, in the strength of grace, 
With a glad heart and free, 
Myself, my residue of days, 

I consecrate to Thee.

“ ‘Thy ransomed servant, I 
Restore to Thee thy own; 

And from this moment live or die 
To serve my God, alone.’

His spiritual devotion was true and loyal to Jesus Christ, and his 
service to the church is shown in the brilliant record just read. His 
earthly devotion was to his family, his personal friends, and his memory 
of the cause of the Southern Confederacy. The strongest presentation 
of the Confederate cause the writer ever read or heard is to be found in 
the book called “Lee and His Cause,” of which Dr. Deering was the proud 
author. He never forgot or betrayed a friend, and his love for his family 
was strong, constant and beautiful. His wife, who knew him best, re- 
spected him, believed in his religious integrity, and rendered to him a 
love and devotion almost incomparable; and he had the admiration and 
love of every one of his children. 

. He never sought popularity. He was governed by principle. It 
mattered not to him how few believed what he believed, nor how many 
opposed, he followed his convictions and spoke his sentiments. He was 
punctilious in his practices, and rigid in his demands of others. He met 
his obligations promptly and demanded the same of all others with whom 
he had dealings. He was manly and open and absolutely without fear. 
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yet he had a kind and generous heart. He never boasted of virtues, but 
accused himself freely and frequently of faults. He despised sham and 
pretense, and believed in and practiced humility. He always kept him- 
self neatly dressed in his public appearance, and official services in the 
church. He walked and looked like a prince, and was methodical and 
dignified to a degree worthy of emulation by all younger preachers. 

He was a life-time reader and student. Although he left school early 
in life to become a soldier, he supplied the lack in after years by diligent 
and systematic study. He was well versed in standard literature and 
fairly familiar with the classics. He was a profound theologian, having 
gone deep into the study of the Word of God and standard books on 
theology. He was sound in the faith and an able defender of the funda- 
mental doctrines of Christianity, and of the beliefs and practices of his 
own denomination. Evety one who was privileged to sit under his minis- 
try knew what he believed, and also what he did not believe. 

He was a master in writing and speaking the English language. His 
sentences were simple and straightforward, but w’ere sharp as daggers or 
sparkled like diamonds as occasion required. He was a formidable de- 
bater, an able executive, a well versed parliamentarian, a convincing and 
instructive preacher. 

He was elected to serve as a delegate in the General Conference and 
as a member of the General Board of Missions, and was easily the fore- 
most figure in the Kentucky Conference for many years, and rounded out 
more than fifty years of faithful and efficient service as a minister of 
Jesus Christ, and asked for superannuation without a show of weakness 
or complaint, and came to the session of the Conference a year afterward 
softened and sweetened, to be a benediction to every one who saw or 
heard him. None of us will ever forget his ringing report at Nicholas- 
ville Conference last fall concerning his first year in the superannuate 
ranks. It was full of force, faith and feeling, and swept the Conference 
body like a gale from the shores of Paradise. 

His going from us seemed so sudden. His “eye was not dimmed or 
his natural force abated,” to any perceptible -degree, but the marches at 
the reunion, the excitement of the crowds, and the nervous strain were 
too heavy, and after a few hours of battle with the Grim Reaper, com- 
forted by the presence of his loving daughter, Mrs. Shearer, and sustained 
by faith in the Savior he had so long served, he passed from labor to 
reward. His remains were brought to Lexington and met at the train by 
the Lexington District Conference as a body, and escorted to his home, 
“Dixie,” on Forest Avenue, Lexington. Funeral services were conducted 
in First Church, Lexington, by his beloved lifelong friend, E. L. South- 
gate, and the writer, assisted by the pastor, G. E. Cameron, in the presence 
of his devoted family and a large congregation of friends, and his re- 
mains laid away in the beautiful Lexington Cemetery to await the call 
of the Master to a glorious resurrection. 
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In the words of Shakespeare let it be said: “He was a man, taken 

all in all, w T e shall not soon see his like again.” In the language of Scrip- 
ture: “A great and mighty man in Israel is fallen.”

MRS. MEL VINA CHRISTOPHER DAUGHETEE. 

Melvina Christopher Daughetee was born in Madison County, Ky., 
May 2, 1833; was converted and joined the M. E. Church, South, early; 
married VanBuren Daughetee in 1854. This pair began housekeeping in 
Clark County, Ky., opening their home with prayer; and never did they 
abandon or neglect the family altar. Many were converted at this altar, 
especially children. From it grew up many altars. 

Two children were born to this union — George Roberts and Wiley 
Jackson. Both were Christians from childhood. The latter died in young 
manhood, leaving a wife and three children — a Christian family. George 
Roberts survives with a wife and two sons — also a Christian family. 
These are a covenant people. In the bosom of this devoted son’s family 
passed the old age of the venerated mother, and here closed her long 
career, October 19, 1916. 

Melvina Christopher was a providential heart choice for her itinerant 
husband. What a great stay is the right wife to a preacher! With their 
perfect affinity these two were one in life, and God kept covenant with 
them. Providence smiled upon them. They always had a good home and 
abundance about it. God grew it out of their ground. They toiled and 
made and kept and gave. They were economical, but not stingy. When 
need required, she kept the home, while he, evangelical pastor, radiated 
Gospel light far and wide throughout the mountains of Kentucky. He 
was a John-the-Baptist along the Red river, and the leaven of his pure, 
strong life abides in many a righted character and home. Through it all 
she was a prime factor. Two beings were never better suited to each 
other. 

The writer was their last pastor before their home was broken up, 
and was intimately associated with them, especially during the decline 
of Brother Daughetee. I received his last testimony for Christ in the 
supreme days of dissolution, while rejoicing in the eternal wealth he had 
long held in Jesus Christ. I preached his funeral, buried him, wrote- his 
memoir, happily finding that our people “die well.” They so invigorate 
our faith as they pass, triumphing over the last enemy, that terror of 
terrors. Yes, “Jesus can make a dying bed feel soft as downy pillows are.” 

The widowed mother, sad and old, went, in 1909, to Miami, Texas, to 
find an old age home, and became a part of her son George’s family. But 
she left her heart buried back at the old church in Kentucky, where, in 
recent years, under the ministry of Rev. Crit Johnson, she had received 
a great baptism of the Spirit, an anointing for coming sorrows. This 
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grace, invigorating, steadied her experience more and more to the end,, 
showing her God everywhere and in everything. During the last two> 
weeks of her life, this earth vision took on the fullness of that face-to- 
face-with-God experience which came before she “entered in through the 
vale into the City.” 

George brought the body back to the old church, back to the dust 
of the dear old husband, now ten years asleep, where the great tearful 
community met her. Rev. G. W. Boswell, pastor, conducted the service,, 
assisted by the writer, who, thinking of the 1,200-mile return of this cold,, 
unconscious clay, read and talked about Abraham’s purchase of Machpelah 
for a family grave ground. God in this transaction taught the lesson of 
the sacredness of the body. There Abraham buried his beautiful Sarah,, 
and there had himself buried, and to this focal center were brought the 
dead descendants of this covenant family, to sleep the faith sleep of the 
chosen. This was a patriarchal inspiration for a covenant people’s sacred 
care for the dead. There was bound up in it resurrection, faith, and hope.. 

After all, death is but a heaven-lighted door to believers, and the 
grave but a quiet waiting station for sweet repose to a tired soldiery.. 
The time will never come when the sacredness of the body shall cease,, 
whether burned, or buried, or cast into the sea, since Jesus exalted the 
body in his own human resurrection. He went before us in triumph 
over death and the grave, and poised all faith for all time on the resurrec- - 
lion as demonstrated by his own.

The high and low, rich and poor alike were the 
objects of her prayers and shared equally in her affections and labors of' 
love. Nothing is too good to be said of her, whether as a counsellor or- 
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wife, friend or mother; truly, she was God’s saint. Sister Green had 
suffered bodily afflictions for a number of years and had been confined 
to her room for the past two years caused by a stroke of paralysis. 

( She was the mother of ten children, three of whom have gone on 
before. She leaves a husband, Rev. W. W .Green, seven children: George 
i R. Green, Mrs. Nannie Whitaker, Oddville, Ky. ; Mrs. Ella Brown, In- 

\ dianapolis, Ind. ; Mrs. Mary Woodward, Dayton, Ohio; R. M. Green, 

Butte, Mont.; Marvin C. Green, Cascade, Mont.; Mrs. Demitte Hender- 
son, Germantown, Ky. She leaves five brothers and two sisters, Mrs. E. 
M. Crump, of Clark County; William and Melvin Crump, of Carlisle; 
Richard Crump, of Missouri ; George Crump and Mrs. Thomas Hubbard, of 
Bourbon County. She was a member of the Mt. Abbott church, moving 
her membership here about eight months ago. 

Funeral services were conducted by Rev. M. T. Chandler, of Rich- 
mond, at the Oddville Methodist Church, April 3d, at 2 o’clock. The re- 
mains were buried in Oddville cemetery. 

A beautfiul Christian life has closed but its influence remains like 
the lingering radiance of the setting sun.
